Rather reporting in just 11 weeks the presidency of the United States will change hands from George Bush 
to Bill Clinton the transition began today as the president and the president-elect promised cooperation and 
continuity our coverage begins with correspondent Richard Threlkeld in Little Rock Arkansas this was what it 
was like when Bill and Hillary Clinton tried to take a simple stroll around the governor's mansion today the 
Clintons eventually retreated to a friend's front porch where the president-elect got a hug from his mother the 
American people have voted to make a new beginning the Democratic ticket got a big hug last night from 
what looked like all of Little Rock at a series of victory rallies that went on well into the morning we're about to 
embark on a new journey together and it's time for us to go it was just as unrestrained inside the Clinton 
campaigns war room as they tottered up the electoral votes and the staff wasn't at all reluctant about patting 
themselves on the back today of the stakes that we targeted the only one that we missed was North Carolina 
| think we missed it painfully close and if the states that we didn't only one that we carried was Nevada kitten 
got 
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that we carried was Nevada kitten got considerably less than half the popular vote but he's already claiming 
a mandate this was a remarkable coalition for change and the Clinton staff is already boasting of a new era 
and as there was a Reagan era beginning in 1980 we will believe there will be a Clinton era in which both 
parties will be sorting out their identities and where they will find their new bases of support in any case 
mandates are usually what presidents claim them to be what's clear is that the Clinton White House is likely 
to be very much a mom-and-pop operation just like the campaign if you're wondering whether the candidate 
was in charge just asked the help from the time in New Hampshire when we seem to be blockaded from 
getting our message out and we went around the mainstream media all the way through the end he drove 
the tactics | can't say enough about his strategic input the difference between candidate Bill Clinton governor 
of a small state and present elect Clinton was evident today when he emerged to read a statement urging 
world financial markets to stay calm and serving notice on friend and foe alike that in this time of transition 
George Bush is still President Lee he took no questions the greatest gesture of goodwill any nation can 
make toward me is to continue their full cooperation during this period with our one President George Bush 
and that the greatest mistake any adversary could make would be to doubt America's resolve during this 
period of transition no presidential candidate in recent memory has spent so long making so many specific 
promises to the American people for the time being Bill Clinton will remain here in Little Rock to start trying to

Americans cast ballots that's 85 percent of Americans who were registered to vote 54 percent of the total 
number of Americans in the eligible voting range highest percentage 
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eligible voting range highest percentage since the Nixon McGovern election 20 years ago here's where the 
votes went 43 percent to Governor Clinton 38 percent to President Bush 19 percent to Ross Perot so no one 
got a majority of the National popular vote but Governor Clinton got an overwhelming majority in the decisive 
electoral vote he won 32 states plus the District of Columbia for 370 electoral votes 100 more electoral votes 
than he needed President Bush won the states in red 18 with 168 electoral votes so voters by the millions 
responded to Governor Bill Clinton's promise of change the question many are asking today is can he will he 
deliver Mark Phillips reports it was a gloomy messy even chilling morning after the hard and unpleasant 
realities that were the undoing of one president are now the challenge of another and Bill Clinton's campaign 
of promises has given way to a new dawn of expectations around the country in places like your G's 
restaurant and hard-hit Detroit people were wondering what comes next | think it you'd have to be a magician

among the new faces Colorado's Ben Nighthorse Campbell the first Native American to win a Senate seat in 
the house even bigger changes twenty four incumbents lost last night and in retirements and those who were 
beaten in primaries it means a hundred and ten new faces they're the biggest turnover since 1948 women 
members increased from 28 to 47 african-americans from 25 to 38 Hispanics from 11 to 17 and there may be 
bigger changes down the road they work for us they're supposed to represent us and the people want term 
limits not just idle talk because yesterday fourteen states passed laws which will limit in some way the 
number of years their Senators and Congress members can serve but ironically for all the changes there will 
be not much of a shift in party alignment the Republicans picked up eight seats in the house so the 
Democrats will keep their big majority there the Democrats at fifty seven of the Senate's 100 seats they got 
one more yesterday so not much difference there won Senate seat does remain in doubt since no one got a 
majority in Georgia's three-way race incumbent Democrat white Fowler will now face Republican poll
